river! The railroad from Aspinwallto Panama 
reqired very costly engineering to protect it 
from the destructive floods of the Chagres 
river. Mr. Kelly, indeed, thought it cheaper 
and safer to blast out a tunnel 150 feet high, 80 
feet wide and 2} miles long, which his engin- 
eers recommended. The estimated cost of his 
canal via the Atrato and Truando rivers and 
the intervening tunnel, was $135,000,000. Mr. 
Kelly’s franchise expired before the work was 
begun. 

M. Lesseps’ great work has been in progress 
for several years. It has already cost about as 
much as the original estimates for the finished 
canal, and is not one-fourth done. The dis- 
tinguished head of the enterprise evidently un- 
derestimated the difficulties mentioned above, 
and has several times modified his plans and 
increased his estimates. I understand that he 
proposes to overcome the dangers of the 
Chagres river by boring a very large and cost- 
ly tunnel, through which the great volume of 
storm water is to be discharged into an adjoinir g 
stream. M. Lesseps has from the first steadily 
insisted upon a canal without locks. As to 
the serious results to the climate and prospei- 
ity of the world—the possible deflection of the 
Gulf stream, or the probable irraption of 
aters of the Pacific, scientific men differ.

However, late cable advices tell us that Les- 
seps has changed his plans and will introduce 
locks, whicl’ will increase the cost four or five 
millions.

can do almost anything, but I confess that I 

am unable to see how M. Lesseps can get 
through without the powerful aid ‘of his gov- 
ernment, which would cause international 
troubles of the most dangerous character. 

It is, therefore, probable that De Lesseps’s 
scheme will fail, to the regret of the commer- 
cial world and of his faithful adherents. 

There remains tworoutes which I believe are 
racticable, viz.: The plan of thatgreat man, 
tads, for a ship railway across the isthmus of 
Thehantepec, in Mexico; for,which charters 
have been obtained from that government. [I 

have no doubt, from the drawings I have seen, 
that this can be done. All the world is familiar 
with the inexpensive marine railways, by 
which aship is hauled up and iepaired ‘on 
the ways,’’ often remaining out of the water 
for several days. This is the principle, on a 
large scale, of Eads’s ship railway. Owing to 
the untimely death of the distinguished origi- 
nator of this scheme the work has been de- 
layed, though itis understood that a strong 
company exits which will {carry the work 
through.| 

The route through Nicaragua has attracted

attention since Lord Nelson, in 1779, 
seized the mout of San Juan 
river, which was supposed to control 


that continent. This place known as the Be- 
lize is still under the British flag. Owing to 
the wars with Napoleon nothing was done. 
The promulgation of the ‘Monroe doctrine’ 
caused indefinite delav. It chanced that 
Louis Napoleon, while confined in the castle 
of Ham, published an exhaustive monograph 
showing the advantages of the Nigaraguan 
route, and unsuccessful efforts were made for 
his release to take charge of that enterprise. 
Recently careful surveys have been made by 
an experienced engineer, Nicuocal, which 
shortens the distance and reduces the cost to 
about $50,000,000. This route was strongly in- 
dorsed by President Grant, from the advice of 
Admiral Aman. A strong company has been 
organized under the concessions of \Nicaragua 
and Costa Rica, and last month an expensive- 
ly equipped expedition has sailed from New 
York to verify and elaborate previous surveys. 
In this enterprise no governmental aid is re 
quired, other than the concissions mentioned 
above. Now then, under the very serious com- 
plications threatened by the imminent occupa- 
tion of the Isthmus of Panama by the French 
government, is it not wise for the American 
people to concentrate their energies upon 
urely American enterprises, as the Eads 
hip railway, or the canal via Nicaragua, 
neither of which will cost over $50,000,000 or 
$60,000,000, and be under American control, 
while deLesseps canal, under foreign contro] 
must cost at least $600,000,000.

But this atmospheric change— 
for it was solely that—came suddenly and was 
an ominous presage. That I knew and felt 
when I was a few hundred yards from shore, 
when as by a flash a dark pall shot across the 
entire vault of the heavens, and then I was 
alone to seaward with a hundred voices shout- 
ing: ‘‘Senorita! Senorita! Tremblores (earth- 
quake) !”’ 

What should Ido? Had I not seen the aw- 
ful destruction wrought by the second chapter 
of the earthquake—the tidal wave—the sweep- 
ing away of ancient cities, the littered sea with 
hundreds of human bodies afloat after_ the 
mysterious convulsion, so often a visitor of the 
tropics, the waters beating against the rocky 
walls of the Cordileras; and was I, too, to be 
dashed against that remorseless barrier? 

The sea subsided to a perfect stillness, an 
intense darkness overspread all at the very 
moment of noonday, and all that inspired me 
with a knowledge that the earth was inhabited 
at all were the frequent cries from the beach:

So I picked myself up without ado and 
began to make my way over the sliniy bould- 
ers, the soft mud and afterward the pebbly 
bottom. It was a race for life, a race between 
my bare feet and agile extremities and the 
lordly tidal wave, whose loud roar I could hear 
behind me.

Oiten I was knee deep 
in mud, and then 1 would tumble over on some 
slippery rock, and again, weary from exhaus- 
tion, 1 would pause for breath. Yet still loud- 
erthe roar! At last I found a firm footing on 
the hard beach, but not before the avant-cour- 
ier of the majestic wall from the sea was at 
my feet with a few inches of water. I stood 
up and faced the aquatic giant defiantly. But 
it was too late. My only safety remained in 
my lying flat with my face downwards and 
awaiting its coming with composure and trust 
in God. All the beach spectators had fled pre- 
cipitately and I was alone. Speculation, how- 
ever, was only fora moment. Suddenly lifted 
by the wave not yet full in its ripeness, I was 
deposited in the tower plot of a neighboring 
| cottage to our own, and within another minute 
| was safely housed in the wine cellar of that 
mansion, where champagne was quaffed, with 
the entire famiiy gathered there, while the 
very roof was tornfrom the house and its up- 
er apartments deluged with water.

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VOWS HE WAS FROZEN TO DEATH, 


Captain Zeby’s Wonderful Ride in the Hard 
Winter of ’39 and ’40, 


From the New York Sun. 


“Whenever cold weather begins to ap- 
proach,’’ says Captain R. L. Zeby, of Union- 
town, “‘I can’t help thinking of the remarkable 
winter of ’39 and ’40, when I was .frozen to 
death—frozen square, plumb to death. sir! 
Nobody was ever frozen any deader than I was, 
but I had the luck to be called back to life, 
And that coming back over the boundary 
makes me ache yet to think of it! I didn’t 
mind the dying. That was rather a pleasure. 
But the coming to life! If I ever freeze to 
death again I’ll leave word some way that the 
man who resuscitates me does so at his peril. 

“That was a great winter, that winter of ’39 
and 40. And the-fall of ’39 wasn’t so com- 
mon, either. Neither was the spring of ’40. 
I'll tell you why. The first snow of the sea- 
son fell on October 3, ’39. The last snow came 
down on May 16in ’40. Between these two 
dates there wasn’t less than six feet of snow 
on the level all the time,'and where the wind 
had good chance at it twenty feet wasn’t any- 
thing uncommon. We had sleighing for over 
eight months, andthe thermometer fer five 
months was at no time higher than twenty 
above zero, while the most of the time it 
sported fifteen degrees and twenty degrees 
below. This memorable fall, winter and spring 
I am speaking of may not have been so 
memorable in this part of the country. It was 
in New England where I encountered them, 
and especially in Maine, where I then lived. 
If they were as memorable as that hereabout, 
maybe some of you will recollect them. 

In February, 1840, I had an interest in some 
lumber way up in the Piscataquis region, and 
I had to go up there and see how things were 
getting along. It was along journey, but the 
sleighing was like glass, and I had one of the 
best horses that ever stood inside the thills. 
On my second day out the thermometer stood 
at 20° below, and was inclined to go lower. I 
knew I would reach one of those queer little 
villiages common to the Maine backwoods 
early in the evening. “ There I intended to stay 
all night, and drive on next morning to the 
house of the agent of the lumber property, 
twelve miles further along, I reached the vil- 
lage, and found that there was no tavern there. 
Accommodations were offered me at a private 
house, but I was informed that I could not ob- 
tain a drop of water for my horse in the entire 
settlement. There had been no rain since 
winter set in, and there wasn’t a well nor a 
spring anywhere in the region in which there 
was a drop of water. The nearest water was 
in the Piscataquis river, two miles away, to 
which the few stock in the village were driven 
every di y drink, and enough water was 
brought back in buckets to keep the wants of 
the villagers supplied. 

“This, of course, upset my plans, My horse 
was badly in need of water, and I couldn’t 
think of letting him go all night without a 
drink. So I ate supper in the Village and 
started on, intending to water my horse at the 
riverand proceed to the agent’s the same 
night. It wasastarlight night, but the air 


was filled with that peculiar frozen mist fre- 


quently noticeable on very cold nights. 
we neared the river this Ses became Baas 
until finally it was with difficulty I could see 
anything ahead of me. It was like passing 
pony, ft a storm of scaly ice. Suddenly, as | 
was thinking that we must be almost on the 
margin of the river, there came a cracking 
sound,a loud splash of water, and the next 
second my horse was floundering about in 
water, which also covered the sleigh, the robes 
and myself 2 4 to my waist. In that 
thick bank of icy mist the horse had 
plunged into the river below where 
we had been told to cross, and had broken 
through the thin ice that had formed since the 
ice had been cut away that evening for the 
varpose of allowing the village cattle to drink. 
he water splashed about by the horse soon 
drenched the rest of me, and in less time than 
I can tell it I was coated with a rapidly thick- 
ening armor of ice. I guess my noble beast 
must have floundered at least a minute in that 
hele before he knew exactly what had hap- 
ened. When the situation did come to him 
© became quiet, threw his fore feet up, and 
th in the ice with a concerted 
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ly freezing slush. Once more he pounded the 
ice ahead of him with his powerful fore feet, 
and again the ice yielded. During all thistime 
I was shouting forhelp. I might, at the first 
break, have turned aa leaped back to shore, 
but had not collected myself in time. It was 
now too late, andeven if it had not been, I 
was so stiffened by the casing ef ice that I 
couldn’t have moved to save myself from 
death. The horse kept on, and, strange as 
the story seems, broke a channel for 
fifty feet across that river, and drew 
the sleigh out safely on the other 
side. And she didn’t tarry when he 
got there, but started at the top of his 
speed toward our destination. He soon 
struck the road and away we went. I knew 
that although one danger was escaped, a 
greater was béfore us, and I urged the horse 
on with my voice. My robes and clothing had 
frozen so solid thatif [had been encased in 
iron I could not have been more motionless. 
My horse was a jet black, but his icy coating 
made him stand out, even in that frozen mist, 
like a spectre horse. Icould not move even 
my hands. We were not vet half way to the 
agent’s house when I found myself growing 
drowsy. I could no longer use my voice. The 
clatter of the horse’s hoofs and the cracking of 
the runners on the ice sounded to me 
like thunder claps and wierd ~ hideous 
cries. I knew that I was  freez- 
ing, but I labored hard to ronse my will and 
fight with it against my fate.. The stars looked 
like great coals of fire, although before they 
could be seen but dimly through the peculiar 
haze. The trees, with their branches covered 
with snow, took on the shapes of gigantic 
ghosts. Still I preserved all my powers of rea- 
soning. Finally I felt. myself growing delic- 
iously warm. A languor such as De Quincy 
might have described, with attending visions 
of loveliness. took possession of me. I heard 
the most delightful music. Still I made one 
mental effort to shake off this fatal spell, and 
that was all. 

‘‘T don’t know how far I was from the agent’s 
house when I froze to death, but the next 
thing I remembered I was suffering such tor- 
tures as a victim of the rack might feel. He 
never felt worse. Suddenly, at my feet, the 
pricking of a million needles assaulted my 
flesh. Torturing me at that spota moment, 
until I writhed in agony, it dashed quickly up 
my leg, stopped an instant, as if gloating in 
my misery, and then crawled with that awful 

ain slowly upward, until it seemed that tiny 
Jats of the fiercest flame were being blown into 
my body, heart, and brain. The intensity of 
this agony was not constant. Ifit had been I 
would have died againina short tlme. It 
came in -waves,sotospeak. Each wave was 
a little less furious than its Faron gah until 
at last the storm was passed, and I found my- 
selfa weak,espeechless, limp, and héipless 
morta], lying on arobe before the fireplace of 
my friend, the agent. He had brought me 
back to life, but, astrue as I tell you,I did 
not feel it in my heart to thank him. 

‘‘When I was strong enough to hear it, he 
told me that he was awakened in the night by 
the peculiar and loud neighing of a horse. He 
looked out of the window and saw a sight that 
startled him—a roty horse and sleigh and 
driver in the road before his door. He recoy- 
ered himself and went down. Then he discoy- 
ered that the driver was dead. He quickly 
carried the driver into the house, Jaid him on 
the floor before the fireplace and recognized 
me. Knowing that even if I was not beyond 
all aid, nothing could be done for me until the 
robe and clothing were thawed, he made the fire 
blaze and hurried to the rescue of the faithful 
and intelligent horse that had reasoned with 
itself that it must stop at the first house it 
came to on that terrible night, and that life 
and death depended on it. Bythe time the 
horse was cared for I wasin shape to be re- 
suscitated in care any such thing could be 
done. I was stripped and rubbed briskly with 
snow and snow water for more than an hour 
before I gave any evidence that I might be 
called back. Then another hour was spent in 
the same treatment, when a spoonful of brandy 
was poured down my throat. After that the 
circulation was started, and my agony began. 
That suffering lasted for an gh and—well,

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| M, SADI-CARNOT’S ANCESTRY. 


The Story of His Grandfather, the “Organ- 
izer of Victory.” 


As Napoleon III. became president of the 
republic and emperor of France, not so much 
on account of his own personal abilities and 
deeds, as for the reason that he was ‘‘the neph- 
ew of his uncle,’’ so Sadi-Carnot has just 
been elected president of the French republic, 
not so much for what he has done himself as 
for the reason that he is the grandson of his 
grandfather. Modern France is poor in great 
men living, but has an abundance of men 
bearing the names of the truly great of a past 
generation. 

One of these, a man of genius, was Lazarus 
Nicholas Marguerite Carnot, the ‘‘organizer of 
victory”’ of the first French republic. He was 

38 years old whenelected amember of the na- 
| tional assembly in 1791, in which body he rap- 
idly achieved distinction through the extreme 
scope of his revolutionary fanaticism. He pro- 
posed the confiscation of the property of the 
church and nobility, and the destruction of all 
the feudal castles, and voted for the execution 
of the king. But.not until he took hold of the 
direction of the army did his genius fully de- 
clare itself. His callupon the masses of the 
* people to enlist was the first step toward the 
modern universal obligation to military ser- 
vice. 

The first army thus formed from the ranks 
of the people Carnot led in person against the 
Austrians and achieved some substantial suc- 
cesses at Wattignies in 1793. He directed the 
movements of Pichegru and Jourdan in 1794 
and 1795, and continued to be the moving spirit 
in all the subsequent military successes of the 
republic. 

hrough him Napoleon was appointed gen- 
eral in chief of the Italian army. But when 
Napoleon, after his successes, was elected con- 
sul for life, Carnot, true to his republican prin- 
ciples, thenceforth opposed him-to the last. 
Soon after ag Romer assumption of the im- 
perial crown Carnot withdrew from public life 
altogether. After the Russian campaign, how- 
ever, when he believed France in danger, he 
came forward again and offered Napoleon his 
services. He was appointed governor of An- 
twerp and held the city until after the down- 
fallof Napoleon. After the restoration of the 
Bourbon king he continued true to the anti- 
royalist party but soon left France and lived in 
exile at Magdeburg until his death in 1823. 

Napoleon I., with his unrivaled insight into 
the character and value of men, said of Carnot 
“he was a ‘silly’ fellow, and easily duped,” 
and Carnot confirmed the estimate of his silly 
egotism by pretending to be the savior of his 
country, by directing to have the single word 
Carnot” inscribed upon his tombstone, and 
saying that ‘‘France would look upon his grave 

a place of pilgrimage.’’ The Seana o not 
go so far as that, but they really consider Car- 
not the most adorable, though not the most 
glorious, hero of the revolution. 

The following anecdote, by no means of his- 
torical authenticity, nevertheless indicates the 
extravagance of the faith the French reposed 
in the resources found in the genius of Carnot. 
After the battle of Waterloo, Napoleon in his 
flight stopped for a short rest at a roadside inn, 
when an old officer stepped hastily into his 
room and saluted curtly. It was Carnot. “You 
are lost, sire,”’ were his first words. There was 
noreply. ‘Have you conceived a plan to save 
your country and mine, sire?” continued Car- 
not. <A shrug of the shoulders was all the re- 
ply. Then Carnot pulled a vaper 

rom his ket and nding it to Napo- 
leon said: ‘There is a plan, sire, made by your 
old master in the artof war. Follow it strict- 
ly and you will yet save our France.’ Napoleon 
took the paper. ‘But,” added the narrator, 
‘Napoleon did not take the adviee, he did not 
follow Carnot’s plan, and France was lost.’’ 
So deep rooted is the faith in Carnot’s genius 
in the French mind that anecdotes like the 
above are invented to show that even after 
Waterloo it was only Napoleon’s supercilious 
contempt for Carnot’s' advice that brought 
about the final defeat of France, -

He was a member of th 
cabinets of Ferryin 1881, of Freycinet in 1586 
He is truthful, frank and well meaning, and iq 
generally expected to continue the conservativ.

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affects, by its overflow, not only the part of 
the county lying along side, but the entire 
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substituted for the more primitive style, and 
that is issuing what are known as “levee 
bonds,"’ The territory is divided into districts, 
and each district takes upon itself the task of 
floating a certain amount of the bonds, of 
course jguaranteeing the yearly payment of 
interest. The legislature is applied to, and it 
gives the desired legal permission, the state, 
however, assuming no responsibility in the 
matter, Although the only thing in the world 
that stands towards the bondholder in the 
way of security for the payment, 
is the pro rata share of land of 
each party entering into the arrangement, 
these bonds are sold at par, always command 
good prices, are regarded as good as state 
bonds, and, like state bonds, are non-taxable. 
The money derived from the sale of the 
bond is expended in work of a permanent 
character upon the levee; a system of careful 
watching during spring floods is inaugurated, 
and every year an assessment is made for the 
payment of the annual interest upon these 
bonds. 

I asked Governor Lowry, a day or two ago, 
who purchased these bonds, fhe replied that 
they sold easily in New York, and alsoin the 
state and in New Orleans; that the late Colo- 
nel Richardson, the large planter, held several 
hundred thousands of them. A levee bond is 
gilt edged. 

The rate of assessment forsupport of the 
levee of course is not uniform. The planter 
fifty miles from the river is not taxed as high 
as the planter on the banks, for the reason that 
he suffers less from overflow. The process of 
arranging the assessments and of successfully 
organizing the plan isa difficult and trouble- 
some one, and is here cited simply to show 
what tremendous disadvantages accompany 
planting in the bottoms. In compensation, the 
earth is wonderfully generous, and if the plan- 
ter employs any sort of management, and is 
blessed with any sort of year, his crop would 
be accounted in Georgia “a mighty fine show- 
ing.”’ 

The day is rapidly coming when the greater 
potion of Mississippi will be devoted to stock 
raising. Especially the prairie belt, where the 
grass is luxuriantly abundant, and where 
numerous water coursesrun,. Five hundred 
times the amount of cotton produced by the 
state now could be raised in one section of the 
state—the delta part, if it was protected. I¥ 
will be years ‘yet before it will be done, for the 
reason that there is no pressing necessity; but 
when immigration shall have filled {this coun- 
try to the point where ayailable space is desir- 
able and necessary, the delta country will be 
looked after, and the world will see more and 


finer cotton than it has ever yet seen.

PECULIARITIES OF THE OLD TOWN.

I -had a call to Irwinton. I honored the call 
and it honor®d me, for those are good people 
there.

There 
is neither fashion nor folly here, but there is 
good, honest, old fashioned society and good 
old-fashioned schools and lots of children, all 
born in lawful wedlock and from whom ma 
come preachers and.judges and senators, and 
maybe a governor or president—who knows? 
Georgia has neyer had a president and it will 
be her time before long. reat men move. to 
cities, but they are not born and raised there. 
Cities breed shrewdness. The country and 
the unpretending towns give leisure for reflec- 
tion, and in leisure there is wisdom.

The Prisoner Reading Newspaper Accounts 
of His Trial—The Witnesses for De- 
fense and, Their Testimony. 

Macox, Ga., December 10.—[Special.] ~The 
morning dawned cold and cloudy, and the city 
was shrouded in gloom. At 9 o’clock the 
prisoner entered the room and took his seat, 
for the first time unaccompanied by either 
relative or counsel. Captain Rutherford came 
in afew minutes atterward,and Mr. Walker 
quickly followed. The prisoner was soon 
@eeply engrossed in reading his trial, as pub- 
lished in the morning papers. His eyes had 


more of the meditative, far-away expression . 


. than has been ob@ervable than hitherto. He 
has not been shayen since Monday, and that 
robably adds to the weary look on his face. 
e continued reading white his attorneys coun- 
gelled together, and only raised up once when 
asked a question, and immediately resumed 
reading.

of heavy feet fell monotously on the ear as the 
crowd filed in, and filling the auditorium, the 
current swelled and swelled, until the long 
sweeping gallery was a semi-circle of human 


faces. ; 

The jurors were all in their places, looking 
calm and contented, although one was to bea 
bridegroom next weck, and another a groom of 
only a few weeks, with one of the sweetest 
faced ladies in Macon watching and waiting 
for his coming. The grayheaded ones seemed 
perfectly self complacent, as is usual in bene- 
dicts of matured experience.

He saw the shirt examined, even 
had blood from his own wrist examined, ‘and 
witness then left, with the understanding that 
no fugther examinations be made, except to 
satisfy his own mind. 

On the cross-examination witness agreed 
that Captain Hardeman had invited him to be 
resent during the examination.

Passing Upen Minister's Characters—A 
Large Class of Applicants—These 
_ . Received on Trial. 

MARIETTA, Ga., December 10.—[Special.]}— 
The conference was called to order at 9a. m. 
Religions exercises were conducted by Rev. J. 
A. Reynolds, of Eatonton. The singing does 
one’s heart good, as it is so hearty and earnest. 
The minutes were read and approved. 

Question twenty was resumed:. ‘‘Are all the 


preachers blameless in their life and official 


administration?’’ when the preachers{jin the 
Augusta and North Atlanta districts wer 


passed, : 
Rey. Young J. Allen, LL. D.,- was intro- 
duced to the conference, of which he has been 


a member for nearly thirty years, but which 
he has attended but two or three times. His 
work in China is the pride of the conference. 

The following resolutions, introduced by Mr, 
Lovejoy, were unanimously passed : 

“The Modern Theater’ was the subject of a ser 
mon delivered by the Rev. W. A. Candler, of this 
conference, in McKendree church, Nashville,Tenn., 
October 9, 1387, ot which he was pastor at the time. 
At the conclusion of the sermon, its positions were 
assailed, its statements denied, and the preacher 
criticize 1 by a traveling actress. 

In view of the fact that this incident has been 
widely circulated and generally commented on by 
the religious and secular press of the country, there- 
by bringing prominent before the minds of the peo- 
ple the question of the modern theater, we deem it 
onr duty, as members of the body of Christ, to give 
expression to the opinion which we, as achureh 
have held from the beginning, as to the moral 
character of the modern theater. Therefore, 

Resolved 1, That the deliverance of our chief 
pastors touching ‘‘such diversions as cannot be 
taken in the name of the Lord Jesus,’’ among which 
is attending the theater, receives now, as it has

Resolyed 2, That the sermon preached by Rey. 
Candler, at the time and place above stated, cor- 
i 6 sets forth the position of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Caurch, South, with reference to the modern 
theater,

CLASS OF APPLICANTS, 

Twenty-three able young men have come up 

seeking admission into the itinerant ministry 
on trial. The system of the Methodist church 
isagoodcne Each man desiring to be a 
preacher has fir:t to be recommended to the 
quarterly conference for license by a vote of 
the church of which he is a member. He then 
comes up before the presiding elder and quar- 
terly conference, is subjected to a serious ex- 
amination, 2nd then by a secret balot‘is licens- 
ed or refused. He is then heard as a preacher. 
The church then with the quarterly conference 
after another examination is recommended to 
the annual conference for trial. Here he is 
again examined by a picked committee of 
three. They then approve or refuse as they 
decide upon his examination. ‘The whole con- 
ference then considers his suitability to the 
itinerant work. 
Tle tin is given a work for two years, being 
carefully watched and examined each year, 
and he can be dropped at either year or de- 
layed for any length of time. If approved, 
he is admitted into full connection. These 
must keep a regular course of study. 

The North Georgia conference is rich in 
sending out ministers. God has blessed this 
field richly. Many have gone from us to other 
fields of labor. Bishop H. N. McTyeire made 
a call ou the conference for two men for Texas, 
one or two for California, one for Holston, 
and also one for Arkansas aud anothor for Mis- 
souri.

He then reviewed the work of his 
daughter, Miss Anna Muse, Miss Dora Ran- 
kin. The death of Miss Dora Rankin stirred 
the women at home, and seven women were 
sent out to carry forward the work. Miss 
Lochie Rankin has done so much that some of 
the most bigoted Chinese in a walled city have 
begged her tocome and _ teach their children. 
Mrs. Campbell, late of Atlanta, is wanted all 
over China, because she is doing such able 
work for God. Miss Hamilton has such influ- 
ence that she has been chosen president of a 
society of young literary men who debate the 
matters of Christianity. He is afraid 
that Miss Lochie Rankin, like Miss Laura 
Haygood, will break herself down. The cries 
of need are so great that it is impossible for 
the women to keep’from doing too much. 
Miss Dr. Phillips has a hospital at Soochow. 


| Miss Laura A. Haygood has the work well in 


hand, and her illness has been serious to her- 
self and her work.

The opponents of proh b tion will now 
understand the consequences of defeat, and 
in future their struggle will be no half-way 
fight. Men knowing that their property is 
at stake will go into the contest with gloves 
off, and draw upon all the wisdom that Is 
born of self-interest, and all the desperation 
that goes with a last chance. 

Taking this view of it, the decision may 
mot help the cause of prohibition. It may 
nerve the opposition to redouble its energies 
and put forth the efforts of a giant. But it 
will take several more campaigns in some 
Jocalities before a conclusion can be reached.

The shooting of Jules Ferry in the French 
parliament, yesterday, is not a new chapter 
in the history of French polities, but it will 
alarm some tineid people on this side of the 
Water.

Departing from this, the defense is labor- 
ing to produce some oné who shall stand in 
the prisoner’s place as the murderer. The 
idiot negro, Jack Dubose, is already dis- 
posed of. John Jeff, the negro partially 
identified by Mr. Pennington as a negro 
who was mad with the Woolfolks, does not 
promise much more definite results. The 
truth is, the belief that Woolfolk is the 
murderer is practically universal.

He must wear the suspicion of 
this murder through life, even if it does 
not carry him to the gallows—unless some 
miracle shall disclose at once another sus- 
pect and irresistible proof that his was the 
crime.

Henry Brown Feats His Wife end Tries to 
Murder Her and Another Woman. 
Yesterday morning the whole neightorhood 
near the house No. 140 Luckie street was 
aroused by screaths of “Help! murder!’’ which 
emanated from the place. | 
A colored woman, dripping with blood, 
rushed out into the strect, and in another mo- 
ment another woman ran out tho yard. Both 
were terribly frightened and “were streaming 
for help. They said that Henry Brown, a ne- 
gro man, bad tried to kill them with an ax. 
Brown got mad with his wife Mattio; and 
upbraided her for being too intimate with 
another man. She repelled his accusations of 
infidelity, and swore that his charges were 
grossly unjust. This disclaimer did not ap- 
ase his wrath and he waxed hotter and 


otter. 
“Tam going to give you a thrashing,” he 
lied, as he clutched her arm. He struck her 


n the face. and she tried to get away 
from him, Then he reached for a chair and 
she felt that her life was in danger. Bya 
strong effort she shook im off 
and started to run, yelling as she 
went. She did not succeed in gettig 
beyond the front door. Her husband seizeu 
her and dealt her several blows, one of which 
felled her to the earth. 

A colored woman, named Lizzie Miller, ran 
to her aid and besought Brown to desist. Her 
pacificatory interference was of-no avail; it 
only made him the madder. : 

“What in the devil have you’ got todo with 
it?’ cried the infuriated man. : 

“Tt’s a shame totreat a woman s0, even if 
she is your wife, and you shan'tdo it while 
I’m about,” exclaimed the plucky woman, 
reaching for a stick of wood. — 

“You be d—d,” said Brownas he slashed 
her across the face, half stunning her. 

About this time Mattie Brown recovered her 
consciousness and came to the assistance of the 
other woman. 

“T’ll finish both of you,’’ screamed Brown, 
as he picked up an ax. * He struck a murder- 
ous blow at his wife, and had she not jumped 
to one side, it would undoubtedly have killed 
her. The blade just grazed her head, and 
slashed her arm open, making a painful and 
ugly wound, which bled freely. 

Realizing that their lives were in peril. both 
women beat a hasty retreat and screamed as 
they ran. After reaching the street they con- 
tinned to run, but the man with tho ax did 
not pursue them. The women hurried toward 
the stationhowse and reported what had occur- 
red. Both showed marks of viclence, and 
Brown’s wife seemed in a bad condition. Her 
arm was dressed by a physician, who discov- 
ered that the cut was much slighter than its 
bloody appearance indicated. 

Two ofiicers at once proceeded to the house, 
and When they arrived, their man had gone, 
Brown had taken with him all his clothes and 
his wife’s clothes. Before taking his depar- 
ture, he had broken into fragments crockery 
ware, and wrenched furniture to pieces. He 
demolished the bed and played havoe gener- 
allv. Ascene of ruin met the officers’ gaze, 
and they lost no time in following the fugitive. 
But their search was vain. Up toa late hour 
last night nothing was heard of him.

DEATH OF MAJOR BRUFFEY. 


The End Came Yesterday—Short Sketch of a 
Christian Life. 

Major J. N. Bruffey died at his home on the 
Boulevard yesterday earty morning. 

Alife characierized by upright and honorable 
dealings with his fellowmen, by thorough integrity, 
by pure, unostentatious Christianity was at an eud; 
the life with the blessed Mester had begun. 

His life was that of a man anda Christian. Born 
in Rockingham county. Va., his early life was spent 
at the home of his fatners. When quite a young 
man he graduated ata medical college in Philadel- 
phia, but instead of beginning at once the practice 
of his profession, he accepted a responsible position 
in one of the departments of the government and 


the breaking out of the war, when he eniered the 
service of the confederate states. He sent his fam- 
ily back to his old home in Virginia, while he him- 
self entered active service asa member of Price’s 
staff. During the greater part of the greai struggle 
he was on the medieal staff, where his know!le lee 
of medicines and surgery made hisservices pecu- 
liarly valuable, 

At the close of the war he joined his family in 
Virginia. While in the west he had aceumtated 
considerable property in both Missouri and Vir- 
ginia. For a time he was in partnership with Hon. 
J. M. Newman, judge of the United States court. In 
1874, he, with several friends, went on the bond of 
the sheriff of the county in which he hved, and the 
defalcation of that officer swept away the property 
of all his bondsmen. 

After this the family came to Georgia. Mrs, Brut 
fey had property in Spalding county, and for a time 
they lived there, moving Suvsequently to Atlanta. 
Here Major Bruffey entered the service of Longley 
& Co., and has been the con'‘idential bookkeeper 
throuch the different changes in the iirm up to the 
time of hisdeath. He was an expert accountant 
and the possessor of business qualities which made 
his <ervices very valuable to his employers. 

Major Bruffey was a consistent member of the 
Presbyterian church, one who carried his religion 
into his life. For years neither he nor his wife had 
missed a service at the church they attended, 

On Tuesday evening he was stricken with paraly- 
sis, From the time that he was prostrated by the 
attack to his death he was unconscious, and the end 
was peaceful,

Paul hada 
body full of weakness and weariness, a thorn 
in the flesh, and was environed with perils by 
seaand by land. God will wipe all our tears. 
When we lay this casket, this tabernacle of 
flesh down, there will be no more tears or pain. 

We thread the paths of 
earth in an atmosphere of sorrow and of suf- 
fering. When we lay the body down, we are 
forever removed from that atmosphere. Ig 
that nota great gain? Death will be an ine 
creace *of our inieilectual powers. Now we 
see asin a glass darkly; then we shall know as 
we are known. There are a great many 
problems in life and vexations of spirit. At 
best our knowledgo is imperfect and we are. 
unable to understand. When weare free from 
the body we shall gain this knowledge, and 
know intentively, perfectly and immediately. 

‘Death frees the soul from all tramme!}s and 
from sin. Heaven, with its streets of vold, its 
jasper walls and its pearly gates, is a beautiful 
place to children; heaven is a beautiful place 
to the wern Christian where he can lay. down 
his burden of sorrows, and rest and remain 
with the people of God. To the Christian the 
beauty of heaven is its holimess and purity. 
Nothing unclean can enterthere. Girt about 
with God’s presence and grace, no sinful 
thought, no unholy purpose, noimpure desire 
will ever assail the Cli xr sticn, for they will be 
pure and holy as God is pure and holy. Is not 
that a great gain ? 

*‘At one bound the Christian passes into the 
presence of God. Is it not a gain to come 
into companionship with all God’s ple and 
eur own loved ones that have gone before ? 

‘‘A man who dies at three score has more 
friends in heaven than on earth ; more throngs 
to meet him at the gates of heayen than those 
that assemble on earth to pay respect to his 
remains. You men with gray hairs whom I 
see gathered here today, you have more friends 
in heaven than you haye on earth—friends of 
your youth, of your riper manhood, and your 
old age. Is it not a gain to be with God, toe be 
in fellowship and the highest possible com~- 
munion with him? Here, on earth, as we. at- 
tempt to commune with God, our thoughts 
w.ndet; but in heaven we siial have iull, 
free, unlimited fellowship with Him.” 

Death is a gain to the man who lives in and 
for Christ. We have come to-day to pay tri- 
bute to the memory of one who was in ied, by 
close and tender ties tothe church. Life had 
for W. M. Lowry many attractions. He en- 
joyed his work, both in his business and in the 
church. He was.no pessimist. He had pleasure 
and happiness on earth, and yet to him ‘‘jo die 
is gain.”’ I will attempt no elaborate arigiysis 
of his character.

If I ever had.an earthly friend it 
was W. M, Lowry. He was always cheerful, 
bright and happy.

He was de- 
voted to the church and her ordinances, al- 
ways in his place in the sanctuary, and loved 
to sing the songs of Zion. Even in his jast 
moments he talked about the church. He 
was devoted to the church and the pastor.

He says the success of the 
enterprise is assured beyond all question, because 
of the fact that his son’s business at Tampa and 
Manatee will furnish a full cargo down and back al- 
most the whole year.; His son has been met- 
chandising there several years, and has built upa 
large trade in grain and ‘produce, and is a large 
orange buyer, Their steamcr, “Cumberland,” car- 
ried down, last week, 100 tons of freight, and return- 
ed yesterday with 116 tons, or twentyenine hundred 
boxes of oranges and some vegetables, making a 
handsome earning for the steamer, 

Mr. Fuller says on Manatee river there are large 
mock lands which produce fine 
vegetables without fertilizing, and that they put 
vegetables into the market from them two months 
earlier than we can and where they bring fancy 
— That business there is just in its infancy, 

bt last season they shipped thousands of crates. 
the business is increasing right along, and is much 
more profitable than growing oranges, though he 
Says growing oranges on suitable ground pays much 
better than most people think. Mr. Fuller expects 
to work up sufficient. business to support two steam- 
ers by next ‘winter, and intends to have 
another and larger beat built next summer, 
The Cumberland -is comparatively new; was 
built in 18S2.and has been completely overhauled 
this summer, and put in good condition every way, 
and is now clas:ed A 1 forffive years by the American 
Shipmaster’s association, of New York. She has 
good and comfortable accommodations for thirty- 
five passengers; will make weekly trips, leaving 
here the first part of every week. Mr. Fuller wil 
arrancve aud publish her schedule this week. He 
hopes to, and should do, a good passenger business 
between here and south Flerida, -Littie later he in- 
tends to touch regularly at Pensacola and St. An- 
drews‘for passengérs, and will be glad to carry 
freight for any point down the line, and will give 
low rates to traveling salesmen, who wish to take 
in these points.
